THE HOWSE LINE 



The Howse family is an old Tennessee family. Originally, 
the Howses settled in Virginia and in the middle nineteenth 
centurv migrated to Tennessee. The author has traced his direct 
Howse lineage for seven generations. 

Laurence Howse II was born in Sussex County, Virginia, 
he and Lucy hobbs were married in 1771. They had three children: 
Martha, Crawley , ana Elizabeth. Laurence Howse was a captain in 
the Virginia State Militia and his heirs were allowed bounty 
land after his death in 1834. 



3rawley Howse married Nancy Stuart in 1809 . They also 
had three children: Mary, David , and Susanna. Apparently, 
Crawley and Nancy Howse were dead by 1833 because the court 
assigned the orphan children to their uncle, Col. Lewis Stuart. 
Col. Stuart, who served in the War of 1812, was Nancy Stuart's 
brother . 

David Howse married Lucy Ann Stuart. Lucy was David's 
cousin, the daughter of Col. Lewis Stuart. Seven children were 
born to David and Lucy. The children were: Flora, William, Ann, 
Lewis Crawley , John, Susan, and Frederick. Lewis Crawley was the 
first of the Howse children to be born in Tennessee. He was born 
in 184 5. Lucy died in 18 52 and David Howse married Litishia 
.-.azelwood. They had ten children who were as follows: benjamin, 
-javid, Joshua, Elenn, Nancy, James, Mary, Clare, Fannie, and 
Reuben. 

Lewis Crawley Howse married Martha Hazelwood in 1866. 
Eleven children were born to Lewis and Martha. The children were: 
Lucy, William, Mat tie, Fred, Jennie, Reuben, Aurelia, Mary Sue, 
^iyde, Rena belle , and waiter. Lewis Crawley Howse served for 
the Confederacy in the Civil War. He was a sergeant in Company 
.-■. , 14th (Neely's) Tennessee Calvalry. 

Rena Belle Howse, the grandmother of the author, married 
Rev. Edgar Thomas Thorn in 1906. They had three children: Esther, 
Edgar, and Miriam . Rev. Thorn was born in Denmark, Tennessee. He 
massed away in I969 at the age of ninety-four. Rena is now eighty- 
eight years old and is living in Darby, Montana, where she has 
lived for forty-five years. 

Rena Howse Thorn remembers her parents and grandparents 
well. She has many memories and exciting stories about the Old 
South and Tennessee.

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JOHN L. STUART FAMILY BIBLE 



The following Bible records were copied from the old Stuart Bible on 
August 18, 1971, by Mrs. L s R. Mitchell, 72 Woodhaven Drive, Jackson, 
Tennessee 38301. At that date the Bible was in the possession of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Moore Hardlster of Vlldo, Haywood County, Tennessee, who is the 
granddaughter of John L. Stuart. 

John L. Stuart was the son of Col. Louis Stuart and Mariah Holt Clark. 
Louis Stuart was born Feb. 19, 1782, and married Mariah Holt Clark, who 
was born in Virginia September 27, 1800, on October 3, 1815. To this union 
was born: Arrington, October 16, 1816; Lucy Ann, August 29, 1818; Mary 
Sue, April 25, 1820; William Wiley, January 16, 1823; John Louis, Deceober 
25, 1825; Martha Mariah, August 3, 1827; Sally Margaret, February 25, 1829; 
Benjamin Clark, May 10, 1833; Adelia Louvenia, May 29, 1835; and Alberta 
Helen, January 4, 1837. 

Col. Louis Stuart was a tailor by trade and traveled from place to 
place in his work. He was taken ill in Chesterfield County, Virginia, and 
died November 14, 1837. He served in the War of 1812 as an ensign in Capt. 
Wm. Parson* s Company. 

John Louis Stuart came to Tennessee when a young man with his sister, 
Lucy Ann, and her husband, David Howse, and all located in Haywood County. 
After one year John Louis went back to Virginia by boat up the Mississippi 
and Ohio Rivers to Pittsburg, and by stage to Virginia. After about one 
year, in which time he settled his family's business, he brought all the 
Stuart family by covered wagon to Haywood County. Mrs. Elizabeth Moore 
Hardister remembers hearing her grandfather tell of the journey crossing 
the mountains and below seeing the snow fall.

GLIDEWELL 
was excluded. 

April, 1856 ; Bro. ROBT. GLIDEWELL came forward and said that he had been drunk 
but that if he kept his senses it would be the last time. 

May. 1857 ; Bro. ROBT. lost his senses and was promptly expelled for drunkenness.

COMPANY A, 4th TEXAS CAVALRY HISTORY 
AND MUSTER ROLL 



A great many of the Texas pioneers lived, at one 
time, in Tennessee and we find Tennessee-family names throughout 
the following article, which was printed in the Devine News of 
Devine, Medina County, Texas; unfortunately, the article is not 
dated: 

Among the effects of the late A. 0. FERGUSON, who 
passed away at the home of his nephew, J. BOX ROBERTS, was 
found the following record of Company A, 1st Regiment, Sibley's 
Brigade (4th Texas Cavalry) . This company was mustered into 
the Conferate service at San Antonio August 27, 1861, and was 
composed of men principally from Guadalupe and Caldwell Counties 
[Texas] . This company under the command of CAPT. W. P. HARDEMAN 
was the first to be mustered into the brigade and was therefore 
known as Company "A". 

On August 28, CAPT. JOHN S. SHROPSHIRE of Colorado 
county mustered in his company as Company "A" of the 2nd Regiment 
of the Brigade. 

On September 26, the Brigade was complete with 30 com- 
panies. The first was called the 4th Regiment Texas Cavalry; 
the second was called the 5th and the third was known as the 7th 
Regiment. 

The Brigade offers were: BRIG. GENERAL H. H. SIBLEY, 
MAJOR A. M. JACKSON, Acting Adjutant-General; CAPT. R. T. 
BROWNRIGG, A.Q.M.; CAPT. GRIFFIN, commissary; DR. COVEY, brigade 
surgeon; W. L. ROBARDS, aide-de-camp; THOMAS P. OCHILTREE and 
JOSEPH E. DWYER, volunteer aids. 

The regimental officers of the first regiment were:

On October 23, the First regiment took up the line of 
March for El Paso, reaching Fort Bliss January 1, 1862. The 
brigade reached Fort Thorn that month and established head- 
quarters . 

The battle of Val Verde took place on February 21, 

1862. Confederates numbered about 2800; the Federals, 5000, 
and the latter had choice of positions. The battle was a des- 
perate one, resulting in the Federals retreating. The Confed- 
erate losses were 39 killed, 169 wounded and 30 missing. 

Thenext fight took place at Apache Canon or Glorietta. 
It was a draw fight, but MAJOR RAGUTE of the 1st regiment was 

killed. 

About April 8th, 1862, Co. A. First Regiment, commanded 
by CAPTAIN L. STEVENSON, which had been left as a garrison at 
Albuquerque, was attacked by about 1500 Federals but the attack 
was repulsed. Another fight took place on the 13th, in which 
Federals were again defeated. 

Sibley's brigade then began the retreat, down the Rio 
Grande, and reached San Antonio in the first part of July, where 
a furlough was granted until October 28, 1862. 

The next fight was at Galveston, January 1, 1863, in 
which the Confederates were again victorious. Sixteen days 
later we started to Louisana, arriving at Apelousa in March, 

1863. In a fight at Bisland, April 12, the Confederates were 
defeated. COL. TOM GREEN was made Brigadier and Lieutenant Col. 
RILEY was killed; also PENDLETON FRANCIS and JIM HELM of Company 
A. 
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The next battle was at Brashear and the Confederates 
were successful. 

At Donaldson the Confederates were defeated. The 
battles of Fourche and Fordoche were won by the Confederates 
and, in the battle of Bourboux, November 1, 1863, the federals 
were again defeated. 

The brigade started to return to Texas December 14th, 
but was ordered back to Louisiana to re-inforce GEN. DICK TAYLOR, 
reaching Natchitoches March 20th, 1864. 

The battle of Mansfield was fought on April 8, where 
ROBERT W. FERGUSON was mortally wounded, dying eight days later. 

The battle of Pleasant Hill was fought April 9th, 
battle of Blain's Landing on the 10th of April, 1864. Here 
GENERAL TOM GREEN was killed. The command of the brigade then 
fell to GEN. A. P. BAGBY. 

The next fight was at Monett's Ferry, with another at 
Mansura or Marksville Prairie. The battle of Simmersport on 
May 18 was the last of the campaign. 

The brigade was disbanded at Millican, Texas, in May, 
1865.
